Where a member of the 
Council becomes a member by reason of the office or 
appointment he holds, his membership of the Council will 
terminate when he ceases to hold that office on appointment. 

6. MEETINGS AND SUB-COMMITTEES 

The Council will meet at least once every six months. The 
Council may set up Committees/Panels for specific purposes 
which may meet as frequently as required.
